Oversea Moves Stay | 
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WASHINGTON — Fears 
were expressed by Army of- 
ficials this. week that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s action in 
chopping the number of de- 
pendents overseas would 
drastically cut Pesstiatendnnt 
rates, badly cripple the reten- 
tion of junior officers and 
lead to doubling of draft calls. 

“Even if the action was rescind- 
ed tomorrow,” a top Army spokes- 
man declared, “the damage al- 
ready has been done. One week, 
we're asking men to extend tours 
in Europe, then we’re yanking 
their families home. 


“No one,” continued this senior | 


officer, “is going to make a career 
of the ‘Army when he doesn’t know 
what is going to happen to him 
from day to day. I’ve got 20 in, 
I’m getting out.” 

“Getting out” resignations are 
expected to flood the Army in both 
officer and enlisted ranks, it was 
predicted. This, conversely, could

WASHINGTON — GI Bill educa- 
tion benefits for the newer vet- 
erans. and additional compensation 
for the serious disabled ex-service- 
men of both wartime and peace- 
time service, will get early study | _ 
in the upcoming Congress. 

Rep. Olin Teague (D., Tex.), 
chairman of the House Veterans 
Affairs committee, outlined his 
1961 veterans legislative goals this 
week in an exclusive interview 
with Army Times. 

Teague said he plans to intro- 
duce legislation early in the com- 
ing session—in fact, it’s the same 
bill which he has sponsored in the 
past~ two Congresses—to extend 
education benefits to veterans who 
have entered military service since 
Jan. 31, 1955—the Korea GI Bill’s 
cut off date. 

“We've got to get the legislation 
introduced early to give the Ken- 








nedy administration time to de- 
velop a position on the subject,” 
Teague pointed out. He also noted | 
statements by Kennedy that he 
favors education assistance to this | 
group but said he didn’t know 
whether Kennedy would favor an 
outright extension of Korean War 
benefits or some other program.

New System 


To Cut Air 
Alert Time 


WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
CONELRAD alert system was up- 
dated to the missile age 21 Novem- 
ber with a signed agreement al- 
lowing for a nation-wide alert in 
less than 10 minutes. 

The agreement, signed in New 
York by the Air Force, the Federal 
Communications Commission, the 
Associated Press and United Press 
International, will integrate the 
entire facilities of the two major 
wire services for use as an alert 
system in event of a _ national 
emergency. 

Under the new system, virtually 
every radio station in the nation 
can be notified in three to eight 
minutes after it is determined by 
the Air Force that an enemy at- 
tack is likely or underway. 

A single man in the Air Defense 
Command in Colorado Springs can 
trigger an alert to the two wire 
service news centers. Thousands 
of wire service machines will im- 
mediately alert radio broadcast 
stations throughout the nation to 
go on a CONELRAD alert. 

The old alert system using tele- 
phonic communications took up to 
one hour. 

The wire services will carry De- 
fense bulletins of national impor- 
tance during the emergency.

Army Historians 


‘ By TOM SCANLAN 
WASHINGTON—“Some people have the impression that our work 


is dull. We think it’s exciting.” 


This casual remark by Robert Ross 


Smith, a staff officer with G/A MacArthur during War II and now one 
of 20-odd historians at the Office of the Chief of Military History, 
reflects the enthusiasm of scholars, editors and officers throughout the 
office concerning the monumental “U.S. Army in World War II” series. 


The narrative military history project 
which began in 1946, and which is with- 
out peer in this country (no other serv- 
ice has anything to compare with it), is 
now well over the hump. Indeed, the 
office is celebrating a milestone this 
month with the publication of the 50th 
volume in the series, “Campaign in the 
Marianas” by Philip A. Crewl (reviewed 
in Army Times last week). 

How many volumes will there be and 
how long will it take to complete the 
job? Dr. Stetson Conn, chief historian 
of OCMH, estimates that the series will 
come to “about 75” volumes with publi- 
cation of the final one by 1964 or 1965. 
He expects to see the writing finished by 
1962. “And then comes a mass index,” 
he added. 

Dr. Conn, a scholar with a keen 
sense of humor, was quick to add, how- 
ever, that a wise man claims “a his- 
torian should make the best possible 
estimate as to time required for a re- 
search project and then double it.” 

Work is well under way on almost all 
of the remaining volumes in the War II 
series. They will be published in the 
order of completion, as has been true of 
the series from the beginning. The of- 
fice is also working on a number of 
other projects, including a six-volume 
narrative history of the Korean War. 

The first of the Korean War volumes 
is due for publication soon. It was 
described to Army Times as “sure to be 
a best seller in our field, a magnificent 
book” by Brig. Gen. J. A. Norell, the 
chief of Military History. A “best seller” 
in the field is something over 5000 
copies. 

. * 

NORELL SHARES the enthusiasm of 
the historians for the work of the office. 
My enthusiasm is more unbounded here 
than for any job I’ve ever had,” he 
said. He is also quick to point out that 
there has been “strong interest and sup- 
port” for the series all down the line. 

He adds that the project is of vital \ 
use to the soldier today. “There is 
always a lesson in any campaign for 
future campaigns.” 

In addition to the narrative histories, 
the office is also producing other books, 
not the least in importance being a se- 
ries dealing with German operations in 
War II against the Russians. “The 
Army officer who reads these,” says 
Norell, “will get some taste of what it’s 
like fighting against the Russians.” 

« > - 


EVERY PHASE of Army activity in 
War II will be covered in the series. 
The books dealing with logistics and 
strategy tend to require considerably 
more than the campaign books. 

Dr. Maurice Matloff, author of “Stra- 
tegic Planning for Coalition Warfare” 
and a specialist in strategy who returned 
early this year from a year’s study over- 
seas on a “Brucker Fellowship,” pours 
over high-level plans, memos, White 
House and JCS meeting minutes and 
memoirs. 

“We have reams of papers but often 
lack the personal reasons for decisions,” 
he said. “And the two key figures, 
Roosevelt and Marshall, did not write 
their memoirs, hence we had to re- 
construct. This is both fascinating and 
rewarding.” His job has taken him to 
Hyde Park and he is one of the few who 
can get at Roosevelt’s classified papers. 

Matloff, a soft-spoken and extremely 
articulate man, interviews the key 
figures still alive but finds that hind- 
sight frequently “plays them tricks.” 

This was even true of Marshall, “who 
had a trigger memory,” he said. “The 
events of the war years were so crowded 
for him.” 

Matloff found that Russia was always 
a “half-ally” and that there was never 
“complete planning” between the U.S., 
Britain and Russia. “And the pressure 
Russia put on America and Britain is a 
story in itself,” he added. 

The historian also firmly believes 


that the Teheran conference was far 
more important than Yalta, which has 
been constantly discussed. 

We have reached a new era in stra- 
tegic thinking, he believes, partly be- 
cause “today’s planner operates in a 
fishbowl” and because “you can’t separ- 
ate military planning from political 
thinking.” This is “one reason why 
scholars have entered the field and are 
listened to by the military. It’s almost 
a revolution in military affairs.” The 
historian added: “There is also much to 
be learned from other countries. There 
is now more cross -fertilization of na- 
tional experience.” 

~ . - 

ARMY TIMES asked more than a half 
dozen of the historians what they would 
consider their major problem. Almost 
without exception their reply concerned 
the “bulk” of the material to be studied. 

Dr. John Miller Jr., deputy chief his- 
torian, referred to the “complexity of 
sources” and said “the amount of re- 
search is much greater than what the 
average historian tackles.” Dr. Matloff 
referred to the “selection” problem. Dr. 
Robert W. Coakley, whose specialty is lo- 
gistics, said “you have so many docu- 
ments, particularly in the logistical 
field, since logistics is mainly attention 
to detail, that searching out the key 
problem requires much of your time.” 

Three of the historians who concen- 
trate on campaign books also agreed 
that their work has corrected many 
popular legends of War II. Asked for 
examples, Charles B. McDonald, Martin 
Blumenson and Smith came up with the 
following within a minute or two: That 
MacArthur was greatly outnumbered 
on Bataan (not true, they say); that 
the Eupropean Theater had more re- 
sources in men and materials than the 
Pacific (again not true); that Patton’s 
Army was top-heavy in armor (no); that 
the Third Army initiated the Normandy 
invasion (it was First Army, they say, 
with Third Army exploiting it). “We 
have also corrected very grave misappre- 
hensions in published works,” Smith 
added.

MacDONALD, a combat infantry com- 

pany commander in War II, explained 
that the unit journals are a major source 





FIFTY VOLUMES of the history of the U.S. Army in 
World War I! make an impressive display.

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and that he has found that “the better 
the fighting unit the better the records, 
particularly from the division level on 
down.” 

Sometimes G-3 journals and files are 
missing but Smith explains that “luckily 
you can very often reconstruct lost rec- 
ords of a given year by records of ad- 
jacent units and higher level units.” 
Blumenson added: “Duplication makes 
it difficult for anyone to pull a file” 
or shape history to his own advantage. 
“We get records in one way or another.” 

Occasionally the historians get a 
major news break, so to speak. Mac- 
Donald explained that First Army’s Gen. 
Hodges was always “a somewhat 
shadowy figure until we discovered that 
he had an aide named Sylvan and had in- 
structed Sylvan to keep a diary. We 
found Sylvan, who now has an auto 
agency, and he had a day-by-day account.

Perhaps the major reason for the suc- 
cess of the War II series was summed 
up by Dr. Conn : 

“The Army has withheld nothing, as 
far as I know. There have been no 
holds barred ever since Eisenhower 
signed the strong directive to that ef- 
fect when he was Chief of Staff.” 

The chief historian also believes that 
the project has demonstrated the value 
of having the program run by the Army. 
“If it had been under civilian control, 
no doubt the military could block access 
to some material.” As for security, 
“there is very little we haven’t been able 
to publish,” he added.

About 30 
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Single Manager Supply Saves 
Money, Cuts Big Inventories 


WASHINGTON—Centralization of supply management in single managers has pro- 
vided the services with better support at less cost, it appeared this week from a report 
issued by the office of Perkins McGuire, Assistant Secretary of Defense for supply and 


logistics. 

McGuire’s office singled out as 
an example the Military Clothing 
and Textile Supply Agency, a 
single manager operation run by 
the Army under Maj. Gen. Web- 
ster Anderson. In less than three 
years the MC&TSA cut its inven- 
tory of clothing and textiles $225 
million by substituting goods on 
hand in place of items requested 
where the goods on hand could do 
the job as well or nearly as well 
as the new items requested. 

In addition, MC&TSA has cut 
out costly requirements in uni- 
forms, cut the kinds of shoes, 
socks and other items used by all 
four services and simplified its 
stocking and cataloging procedures 
with additional savings. 

In spite of this, the individual 
user—the soldier, sailor, airman or 


marine—is getting what he needs | 


faster and with no compromise 
with quality in his uniform or 
equipment. 

This pattern which MC&TSA 
has followed is repeated in other 
single manager operations, Mc- 
Guire’s office says. It claims re- 
ductions of 17 percent in 
MC&TSA inventory, of 21 percent 
in medical supplies, of 12 percent 
in subsistence, of 30 percent in 
POL items. The Navy, which be- 
came the single manager for “in- 
dustrial supplies” such as paints, 
brushes, sealers and 
has already eliminated 850 of 3500 
items in this particular area. The 
Army as single manager for gen- 
eral supplies has already deter- 
mined that it can cut by more 


than 50 percent the different items | 


of office furniture used by the 
services, with the reduction of 668 
from 1060 items placed under its 
control. 

Altogether some 400,000 items 
of hardware and 30,000 different 
kinds, shapes and sizes of hand 
tools are being reviewed with 
thousands of eliminations likely by 
the two managers who started 
business on 1 January.

Better Management Urged 
To Meet Labor Cost Rise 


WASHINGTON — Army of- 
ficials, caught in the squeeze of 
budget limitations, are becoming 
increasingly concerned over spiral- 
ing labor costs. The cost of labor 
has been rising faster than produc- 
tion output, they have found, and 
this is the primary source of their 
concern. 

Recently the Army. Chief of 
Staff sent a letter out to all major 
commanders calling their atten- 
tion to the problem. In this letter 
he said that “increased produc- 
tivity needs to be achieved through 
improved management techniques 
and elimination of waste and 
duplication.” He issued a general 
eall for leadership which would 
coordinate and concentrate efforts 
to improve management methods 


so. that increased production 
might match the rising cost of 
labor. 

In the current issue of the Army 
personnel newsletter, the same 


problem is attacked. Officials writ- 
ing in the newsletter claim that 
the possibility of increasing pro- 
ductivity certainly does exist, and 


point to several authorities to 
make their point. Recent Bureau 
Labor Statistics reports have 
shown. that productivity increased 
by four percent last year, com- 
pared to an average increase of a 
little over three percent for each 
of the preceding 11 years. Point- 
ing to this report, Pentagon of- 
ficials say that there is definite 
hope. 

There are several methods which 

commanders can use to measure 
the work out-put of members of 
their command, officials say. One 
of them is to divide measurable 
work by the number of jobs and 
compare the results year by year. 
But many jobs almost defy measure- 
ment, it is pointed out, because 
there is no common unit of pro- 
duction. 
The most important job for 
commanders, they say, is to con- 
centrate their efforts on boosting 
production to the maximum, If 
this is done, man-hour measure- 
ment schemes and other similar 
methods can add little to the 
problem’s solution.

In 
some cases, 60-inch duck is merely 
cut to 40-inch. In other cases, it 
is dyed. And in all cases, what is 
in stock serves as a satisfactory 
substitute for new requirements. 

The same type of substitution 
has cut down on the supply of 
webbing on hand. Cutting and dye- 
ing and making-do are the key 
here. 

Linings seldom show. But speci- 
fications for new items usually 
specify the kind of material and 
its color to be used. in linings. 
MC&TSA prevailed on-the services 
to substitute cloth on hand for 
new cloths specified in linings and 
cut inventory and saved money. 

Items were requisitioned under 
various names and specifications 
which, when studied, turned out 
to be simply felt or which, under 
further study, could have felt sub- 
stituted for them. So felt is being 
used. And felt is on hand. 

MC&TSA forecasts inventory 
savings of another $250 million. 
But by cutting the number of 
items, it also reduces its cata- 
log by thousands of items. .This 
makes for a smaller catalog, easier 
to use, cheaper to print and less 
cumberson for the poor supply 
sergeant or officer to lug around.

| The 60s Outside—2. 


(This is the second of two editorials 
on the place in the civilian economy to be 
filled by the 40,000-plus officers of World 
War II vintage who will be retired from 
the armed forces in the next five years). 





Having served at various posts through- 
out the world over a period of years, the 
officers to be retired “on 20” can be expected 
as a group to possess a better than average 
understanding of national and international 
trends. 

If they could be encouraged now to start 
planning for a “second career,” they could 
contribute much to the economy in the next 
decade and thereafter. Given encouragement 
by business leaders, the Department of De- 
fense—perhaps aided by the Department of 
Labor—might be willing to impress upon 


these officers both their continuing nsi- | 


bility to the economy and their own abilities. 

Defense is said to have some reserva- 
tions as to the propriety of using govern- 
ment funds for a program of this sort. But 
the Department is also concerned over the 
need to end so many careers at their peak 
of usefulness. It is also well aware of the 
adverse reaction the situation may create 
in the young men it wishes to impress with 
the advantages of a military career. 

We think there is a chance for a co- 
operate effort here which could redound to 
the advantage of all. Defense, with the 
Labor Department, could embark upon a 
program best calculated to set the individual 
to planning for the future, whether in 
teaching, industry, or whatever. If a non- 
profit foundation, supported by interested 
agencies, could be temporarily established, 
it would obviate the need for government 
funds. 

An intermediate agency could be formed 
for periodical direct communication with the 
individuals concerned, developing their in- 
terests. It could also transmit all bona fide 
offers of future work, no matter how gen- 
eral. Legitimate offers would have to be non- 
committal, of course, until tests, interviews, 
etc., could be arranged. By using an agency 
of this sort, officers would not be subject to 
un-wanted direct mail advertising. One pos- 
sibility for this agency role would be the 
Retired Officers Assn., if the directors con- 
curred. If this means were used, the com- 
munication might be a condition to associate 
membership in the organization while on 
active duty. If fact, this arrangement might 
be a “natural” in that communication could 
be supplemental to, or in the same mail 
with, the association’s magazine. 

Associations representing interested 
agencies, and individual firms, when in con- 
tact with an interested prospective employe, 
would then be on their own in arranging 
for interviews, tests and possibly other work 
to insure top potential at the time of retire- 
ment. There would be some risk of expense 
should the individual change his plans, so 
the development work might be made, for 
the most part, at his own expense. A final 
arrangement could be made with the spon- 
soring agency when the individual should 
be closer to retirement. 

The point is—and this has been repeat- 
edly brought out by T. J. Collum, an ex- 
Army officer and now budget director for 
Nationwide Insurance—that industry itself 
cannot be expected to become greatly con- 
cerned over the officers being released un- 
til government agencies themselves evidence 
great concern. A student of the subject, he 
has also pointed out that these men need 
fear nothing in facing the future labor 
market—if they are prepared for it. 


“This Could Produce a Reenlistment Deficit, Too” 
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Let's Look Like One Army

The One.Army conception is a mag- 
nificent idea. Imagine an Army where all 
adjutants are interchangeable; all com- 
munications officers are flexible enough 
to be rotated through the Infantry, the 
Signal Corps and the Artillery; all motor 
officers, regardless of branch, have the 
same MOS. 

It’s a thought-provoking theme; it will 
happen someday. We have progressed in 
many areas but have overlooked others. 
Every day we uncover new fields where 
the One Army theme has yet to be tried. 

One particular field is the area where 
we earn our most prestige and taxpayer 
support: the uniform. The Army Green 
uniform is new and smart. It looks fresh, 
clean and challenging. That is, until we 
start to sew on organization patches, over- 
sea bars, service stripes and all the other 
regalia indicative of the old Army. 

There is a regulation stating the Army 
Green trousers are not to be bloused in- 
side boots. Some old soldiers, though, still 
ignore the regulations. They insist on 
bloused trousers for parades, guard duty 
and retreat formations. 

* - . 

THE SCARF is another remnant of the 
old Army. If we have to live with this 
stigma, why does the color range from 
one end of the rainbow to.the other? One 
“Army Green” scarf for all branches 
geems far more appropriate than the old 
circus days of red, yellow, greeri and blue. 

Branch insignia is another puzzling facet 
of the pentomic Army. We expound a 
One Army idea for months and months. 
Then we turn right around and authorize 
three combat and eight service branches 
to dream up their own distinct collar in- 
signia! Certainly the present officers’ “US” 
on lapels and collars for both officers 
and enlisted men would be far more in 
keeping with the One Army concept. 

Ribbons and ground badges are worn 
so many different ways from command to 
command that it is difficult for anyone to 
insure that he knows how to wear them. 
Why can we not have only three ribbons 
in a row, worn over the left breast pocket? 


Ground badges worn over the right breast 
pocket. Simple? It’s so simple that- it 
becomes downright exasperating. 

*~ . * 

TROOP commanders might well consid- 
er the preparation time saved on CMI 
and AGI preparation, if there were no 
patches or name tags authorized on the 
field and fatigue uniforms. Every time 
a man is transferred across the post he 
has to change name tags. It would be 
far simpler if the Quartermaster Corps 
issued all jacket type field or fatigue 
items with blank OD name tapes already 
sewn on. 

The Infantry blue cord is another step 
away from the One Army concept. Many 
of us remember the days before we were 
blessed with “the rope.” By comparison, 
I wouldn’t say that the morale of the 
average rifleman has soared to any great 
heights. If we are concerned with morale 
we should recall the “rope and poker 
chips” and give the soldier a dollar a 
month raise. 

The pentomic Army requires officers 
and non-commissioned officers to function 
interchangeably from mission to mission, 
branch to branch.

Start at the basic uniform 
and strive, not for a boisterous, gaudy 
effect, but for a neat professional im- 
pression.

THE KIBITZER’S SEAT 
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Responsibility Pay Ri 
Sure to Be Fought

A= three hundred years ago, an old Indian trail 
through the woods of Manhattan Island was known 
as Beaver Path, because Indians used it to deliver their 
beaver skins to the Dutch trading ships anchored off the 
end of the trail. When the earliest Dutch settlers became 
numerous, they cleared a space at a turn in the path, to 
open a field of fire, and this widened road became known 
in Dutch as Breede Wegh, meaning “broad way.” And 
that’s how New York’s most famous street got its name. 


I learned about this and other 
American names recently by 
reading “Names on the Land”, 
by George R. Stewart. This de- 
lightful book, published by Ran- 
dom House 15 years ago, con- 
tains thousands of anecdotes 
about the origin of the names of 
our towns, rivers, states, streets 
and mountains, 

From this book I also learned 
about the origin of a couple of 
other New York names. In the 
1600s, a Dane named Jonas 
Bronck owned a farm north of 
Manhattan, and his friends re- 
ferred to the farm as Bronck’s, 
the way we talk about Smith’s 
farm. It’s still pronounced the 
same way, Bronx. 

Nearby was a place owned by 
Adriaen van der Donck, whose 
Dutch title was Jonkheer, similar 
to the title of squire. It didn’t 
take long for the people in what 
was then New Amsterdam to re- 
fer to the place as Jonkheer’s, 
and it’s still pronounced pretty 
much that way—Yonkers.

WAY OUT WEST, 17th cen- 
tury Indians referred to an area 
on the shores of Lake Michigan 
as the onion place, or the place 
of the wild garlic. The word for 
this in the Algonquin language 
was Chicagou. In that same 
language, words related to onion 


or garlic also meant skunk or 
bad smells, and some Chicago 
detractors today claim that the 
city’s name really means skunk- 
town. But others say the Indian 
word really meant “strong,” so 
that Chicago means strong-town. 
Take your choice. 

Originally, the area around 
Chicago was called Eriniouai, 
later spelled Aliniouek or Ili- 
niouek. The root of this tribal 
name was Ilini, meaning “man,” 
and the French explorers added 
the “s” to give it a plural ending. 

The neighboring state was 
called Ouaouiatonon by the In- 
dians, The French dropped the 
ending, leavingQuaouia, mean- 


ing “tribe” in the Indian lan- 
guage. Fortunately for us, it was 
later shortened to Iowa.

DOWN in the south, Spaniards 
exploring the New World in 1689 
were greeted by a tribe of In- 
dians who shouted “Techas! 
Techas!” The Indians were 
really saying “Friend! Friend!,” 
but the Spaniards thought that’s 
what they called themselves. The 
area is still called Texas. 

When William Penn got per- 
mission to set up a new Quaker 
colony in the New World, he told 
King Charles II he wanted to call

OMETHING less than 10 percent of the Army’s enlisted men (but almost all of 
them Regulars with more than two years service) are now drawing proficiency pay 
because they are in jobs of a “critical nature.” Most of them receive pro pay for skills 
in fields where the Army would be hard put to compete with other potential employers 
if it couldn’t pay the additional money. 


In addition, the Army is paying 
or planhing to give pro pay for 
outstanding skills in not-so-criti- 
cal jobs, particularly jobs of un- 
usual responsibility. 

When it provided pro pay fo 
enlisted members, Congress 
thought it equally important to 
recognize officers holding jobs 
of unusual responsibility. It di- 
rected that “responsibility pay” 
be given, if it were to be given, 
to men in jobs of a critical na- 
ture. 

o + + 

THAT was more than two 
years ago. The eervices still 
haven’t come up with a plan to 
give “pro pay” to officers. It 
doesn’t seem that they will un- 
til and unless Congress or the 
new administration puts on the 
pressure. 

Responsibility pay, under the 
law, could go to 10 percent of 
the Army’s majors, lieutenant 
colonels and colonels, to five per- 
cent of its captains. For colonels 
it would amount to $150 a month, 
for lieutenant colonels $100 a 
month, for majors and captains 
$50 a month. 

Figuring very roughly, the pay 
would cost the Army about $4 
million a year. Some 500 
colonels, 1100 to 1200 lieutenant 
colonels, 1400 to 1500 majors 
and 1400 captains would be 
singled out for responsibility 
pay. 

Examination of these figures 
shows that about as many 
officers are selected each year 


for promotion to colonel and 
lieutenant colonel as would re- 
ceive responsibility pay in these 
higher grades. In the two lower 
grades, selections for temporary 
promotion run at about twice the 
figure shown above. 

Any attempt to give respon- 
sibility tests to officers to de- 
termine which ones should 
draw the pay would meet with 
resistance. To pick them, one 
would have to include at :east 
the following considerations: 

1. Certain jobs would have to 
be identified as critical, probably 
by screening TOEs and TDs. 
Perhaps in addition, officer 
MOSs would have to be screened 
ne certain ones as criti- 
cal. 

2. Critical jobs would also 
have to be identified as requir- 
ing the exercise of unusual or 
great responsibility.

see if his grade is that called 
for by the TOE.

FOR COLONELS this wouldn’t 
work too well.

The USS George Washington 
stood out of the harbor of Charles- 
ton, S.C. on Nov. 15 with 16 
Polaris nuclear-armed missiles in 
her firing tubes. She will proceed 
to Northern waters where these 
missiles—with a range of 1,200 
nautical miles—will be within 
striking distance of military and 
industrial targets in the Soviet 
heartland. 

Thus begins the era of invulner- 
able American deterrent power— 
sea-based, operating in the depths 
of the ocean, moving on unknown 
and unpredictable courses, ever 
ready to loose retaliatory light- 
nings if ordered to do so. 

From the day the George Wash- 
ington reaches the patrol station 
toward which her mighty nuclear- 
fueled engines are now driving her, 
the iron hand of certain, inescap- 
able and terrible retaliation clamps 
down on Soviet.aggressive designs. 
Mr. Khrushchey may still mouth 
his brutal threats about what he 
can do with his beloved rockets— 
he may still boast of Soviet nuclear 
might—he may still bluster about 
the “consequences” which we or 
other free peoples may suffer if we 
fail to do his will. But the threats 
will be discounted, the boasts 
diluted, the bluster made faintly

can do to alter or to temper that 
tremendous fact. 

The Soviet armory includes no| 
counter-weapons which can avail} 
the Kremlin against Polaris.

They are still 
later comers in the development 
of modern anti-submarine tech- 
niques—we are, as one American 
admiral said with entire accuracy, 
“so far ahead of them in the anti- 
submarine game that they aren’t 
even in the same balipark.” To say 
this is not to underrate the enemy. 
Remember that not even the 
mighty USSR can do everything. 

Choices must be made. Steel and 
other raw materials, hours of 
skilled labor, plant capacity, elec- 
tric power, fuel, must be allocated 
in the evolving of defense pro- 
grams. Priorities must be estab- 
lished. These are the ABC’s of de- 
fense production. The Soviets have

not given high priority to anti- 


submarine warfare hitherto be- 
cause—until Polaris rose above the 
horizon—they saw little threat to 
their interests from American sub- 
marines. Lately they have been 
trying desperately to catch up. 
They have a long way to go, and 
even when their techniques have 
improved sufficiently to give them 
some tactical. significance — a 
matter of years—they must still 
find some means of waging oceanic 
warfare effectively (against our 
veteran opposition) in order to 
give reasonable scope and radius 
of action to their anti-submarine 
activities. 

Polaris, and al] it implies, means 
simply that we have done what 
came naturally—we have turned to 
the sea, as in times gone by, to 
find means by which to limit and 
school the aggressions of land- 
based conquerors. 

Words written by Sir Winston 
Churchill of his bold decision to 
send Britain’s Grand Fleet to sea 
on July 30, 1914, are recalled by 
these events of today. 

“We were now in a position, 
whatever happened to control 
events,” he wrote. “and it was not 
easy to see how this advantage 
could be taken from us. A surprise 
torpedo attack before or simul- 
taneous with the declaration of war 
was at any rate one nightmare 
gone forever. If war should come, 
no one would know where to look 
for the British Fleet. Somewhere 
in that enormous waste of waters 
to the north of our islands, cruis- 
ing now this way, now that, 
storms and mists, 
dwelt this mighty organization. Yet 
from the Admiralty building we 





could speak to them at any mo-| 


ment if need arose. The king’s | 
ships were at sea.” 
Now again, as free institutions 


are once more threatened by totali- 


tarian violence, in that same enor-| 


mous waste of northern waters 
cruises the pioneer element of an- 
other mighty organization, the 
Polaris beet which, supported by 
the carrier striking forces and the 
anti-submarine forces of our Navy, 
again gives stern warning to those 
who would take the sword that 
they who do so perish by the sword.

would ever be settled. 

The Army has “solved” the 
responsibility pay problem in a 
different way. Every selection 
board picks “truly outstand- 
ing” officers from below the 
primary zone of consideration 
for rapid promotion. This is 
the way it recognize: the satis- 
factory exercise of great re- 
sponsibility by its relatively 
junior officers. 

For the Army holds that a ma- 
jority of its officer jobs are 

critical. It holds that all officers 
must exercise great responsibil- 
ity. When a man does an out- 
standing job, particularly if he 
is serving in a grade lower than 
that called for by the job he is 
filling, it is suposed to show up 
in his efficiency reports and, 
eventually, in his. promotions, 
assignments, school selection, 
and so forth. 

Granted that there are weak- 
nesses in the administration of 
this scheme. It appears to the 
Army that it won’t help the 
situation to further complicate 
the difficulties by adding an- 
other method of discriminating. 
Promoting the man to take ad- 
vantage of his abilities is, in 
the Army’s opinion, apparently 
better than simply giving him 
more money. 

In fact, there seems to be an 
opinion curren’ among many 
members of the Army that abil- 
ity should be recognized in such 
a way that others besides the 
pay office know about it. A top 
job, which is challenging and 
interesting, with an eventual 
promotion, according to this 
opinion, more effectively recog- 
nizes an individual’s worth than 
$50 or $100 or even $150 more a 
month,

THIS IS POSSIBLY a non- 
formist point of view, It substi- 
tutes visual signs of success for 
the reward of more money. It 
holds that men don’t work for 
gold alone but for the satisfac- 
tion of the job. Such a viewpoint 
is certainly not that of the ma- 
jority in non-military life. 

Congress usually reflects the 
majority view of the general 
public. It seems that in this case 
this majority view has little sup- 
port within the military.

it New Wales or “Sylvania,” 
meaning “forest land” in Latin. 
Penn went against the custom of 
the time, which was to name new 
places in honor of people, pre- 
ferably rich and influential 
people, But the king’s secretary 
didn’t like Quakers, so he per- 
suaded Charles to play a little 
joke on the modest Penn by 
naming the new place “Penn- 
sylvania.” This horrified Penn, 
who even tried to bribe an un- 
dersecretary to change the name 
in later copies of the charter, 
but the name stuck. 

A nearby state’s name was 
created by Sir George Carteret, 
who was given control ‘of the 
area west of the Hudson. Sir 
George came from the Island of 
Jersey, so he named his new 
property New Jersey. The town 
of Elizabeth was named for Sir 
George’s wife. 

Down in Maryland there’s a 
town named Berlin, with the 
accent on the first syllable. It 
has nothing to do with the 
Berlin in Germany—the name 
comes from a mispronuncia- 
tien of Burleigh. The reason 
so many names end in 
“leigh” is because “Leah” 
meant meadow in Anglo-Saxon. 
A meadow where a wolf once 
was slain was called Wolf- 
Leah, but lazy speech cor- 
rupted it to Woolley. 

Also in Maryland, on the edge 
of Baltimore, there’s a Rolling 
Road. It got its name from the 
fact that slaves used to roll hogs- 
heads of tobacco down the road 
to waiting transportation. In the 
same general area, many towns 
are named for Colonial taverns— 
including such places as King of 
Prussia, Blue Ball, Rising Sun, 
Bird in Hand and White Horse. 


Relay; Md., got its name because 

that’s where travelers frequently 

switched horses.

FARTHER SOUTH, two colonial 
brothers named Newce arrived 
from Ireland, where they had 
named a place Newcetown. Their 
new settlement in Virginia was 
a port, so they called it New Port 
Newce. Later, people who won- 
dered where this weird name 
came from mistakenly attributed. 
it to a Capt. Newport, who 
helped found Virginia. So the 
name finally became Newport 
News. 

Out in the Middle West, the 
city that beer made famous got 
its name from the Algonquin In- 
dians, not from beer. The Indians 
called the town Milo-Aki, and the 
closest English speakers could 
come to pronouncing that name 
was, and still is, Milwaukee. 

Some people who gave names 
to our places had a sense of 
humor. Down in Virginia, for ex- 
ample, an early explorer dis- 
covered a creek and named it 
True Love Creek. The reason for 
the name, he later wrote, was 
because “the course of true love 
never did run smooth.”

FORT BRAGG, N. C.—Four members of the Army parachute team completed a 
good-will tour of Brazil last week and returned to Fort Bragg as honorary paratroopers 


of the Brazilian army. 

Capt. James Perry, Sgts. Danny 
Byard, Jim Arender and Richard 
Fortenberry, each an outstanding 
member of the Army parachute 
team and’ veteran sports para- 
chutists, made up of the quartet. 

Hosted by Brazilian army air- 
borne forces during their stay, the 
sky divers demonstrated free fall, 
stabilized parachuting techniques 
to both military and civilian en- 
thusiasts. 

Arriving at Rio de Janeiro 25 
October, the four were taken to 
the Brazilian Airborne School Hq. 
and officially welcomed by Bra- 
zilian airborne commander, Gen. 
Paulo Torres. 

“ * - 

FIVE DAYS of bad jumping 
weather prevented any demonstra- 
tions. During that time film lec- 
tures on sport parachuting and free 
fall stabilizing techniques were 
shown by the group to civilian 
press, representatives of the Army, 
Air Forces and the Aero Club of 
Brazil. 

Perfect weather dawned on 
31 October and the first demon- 
stration was staged at the _mili- 
tary airport of Afonsos. Brazil’s 
Military Aviation Cadet School 
and their Troop Carrier Com- 
mand .s iocated at Afonsos, Mil- 
itary personnel were the princi- 
pal spectators for the first dem- 
onstration, 

Several 15 second delay jumps 
were made from 4300 feet from a 
Brazilian H-13 helicopter as the 
Army juinpers proved that they 
could do what everyone had been 
watching on film. 

The short 15 second delays were 
Only the heginning. On 3 Novem- 
ber the jumpers took off in an old 
C-82 troop carrier, climbed to 
13,000 feet and made 65 second 
delayed openings. 


The next day they repeated the 


65 second delay openings and 
topped it with a double baton pass 
between Sgts. Arender and Byard. 
Word had spread that U.S. sky 
divers were performing at Afonsos 
and spectators from miles around 
came to watch. They came by foot, 
bicycles and ox-carts. 

Capt. Perry received a request 


for another performance for late | 





bilizing techniques to members of 
the Airborne School’s sport para- 
chute club. Their efforts resulted 
in several of them mastering the 
technique. Before the U.S. team 
members’ arrival there, no one in 
Brazil had managed to stabilize in 
free fall. 

Members of the Aero Club of 
Brazil, similar to the Parachute 
Club of America, were treated to 
a demonstration of free fall tech- 
niques on 5 November at Afonsos. 

Highlight of their trip to Brazil 
was a jump over water. The drop 
zone was Rio de Janerio’s famous 
Copacabana Beach area. Like our 
Miami Beach, Rio’s Copacabana is 
a six kilometer stretch of sandy 
white beach backed by resort ho- 
tels, 

Target for the water jump was 
a small rubber raft anchored 
some 150 yards off-shore. Rio 
newspapers reported an _ esti- 
mated 150,000 crowded the 
beach to see the performance. 
From the air, the jumpers said 
the beach was so packed with 
people that it appeared black. 
Traffic leading to the beach was 
jammed for miles.

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Missile Seminar 
Set for Redstone 





REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.—The Army’s first value 
analysis-engineering seminar for missile systems will be held 
at Redstone Arsenal, 29 and 30 November. 


The 2-day meeting, which will be 
attended by more than 400 top 
management representatives from 
the Army and industry, is under 
the joint sponsorship of the Army 
Ballistic Missile Agency and the 
Martin Co, 

As applied to the Army’s missile 
program, value analysis—also re- 
ferred to as value engineering—is 
a technique designed to provide 
more missiles for less money. 

Essence of the technique is to 
determine whether a missile part 
can be simplified and produced at 








less cost, or can the same job be 
done without the part. Such de- 
terminations are made without 
sacrificing the quality of perform- 
ance of the part or the missile. 

Participating in the-seminar will 
be many top military and civilian 
experts engaged in the Army’s mis- 
sile programs; a number of the 
nation’s leaders in value engineer- 
ing from civilian industry and the 
armed services; and officials of 
firms holding Army missile con- 
tracts. 





Reserve Translators Wanted 
To Prepare Material for R&D 


WASHINGTON—The Chief of Research and Development has announced a new pro- 
gram in which Army R&D reservists may translate foreign, scientific and technical ma- 





terial for retirement point credits. 


The program known as_ the 
“R&D Translation Project,” was 
published recently in the form of 
Supplement #2 to the Project 
Guide for USAR R&D units. 

Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, 
aware of the proficiency of many 
R&D reservists in foreign lan- 
guages, sought ways and means of 
exploiting that ability to the bene- 
fit of the reservists and the Army. 
He found there was considerable 
backlog of untranslated scientific 
and technical material which, if 
translated and distributed to Army 
R&D activities, would add signifi- 








cantly to Army knowledge of for- 
eign scientific capabilities. Those 
who translate.this materia] must 
not only be able to translate but 
must have the scientific or tech- 
nical background to understand 
what they are reading. Many R&D 
unit members are especially suited 
for this work. 

The translation project offers 
another means of training to R&D 
reservists, training which will in- 
crease their technical skill lan- 
guage fluency and knowledge of 
foreign scientific achievements. Ap- 
propriate retirement point credits 





will be awarded for work on this 
project. 


Procedure for assignment 
of this project has been simplified 


under the new Reserve regulation, 
AR 140-305. R&D reservists may 
request assignment to this project 
by letter through their unit com- 
manders directly to the Office of 
the Chief of Research and De- 
velopment. Letters must: contain 
information indicating the lan- 
guage and degree of proficiency 
and scientific or technical field in 
which the individual is most knowl- 
edgeable. 





Rucker CWO Belongs 
To ‘I-Flew-Ike-Club’ 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — When an Army heli- 
copter pilot here flew President Eisenhower and a 
host of other civilian and military dignitaries in 
Europe last year, he became a member of what is 
probably one of the smallest and most exclusive 
“clubs” in the world. 

CWO James P. Spearman Jr., was assigned as an 
Army helicopter pilot in Heidelberg, Germany, last 
year when he and two crew members got rush orders 
to report to Bonn, West Germany’s capital. 

At Bonn, Spearman’s passenger list included 
President Eisenhower, Secretary of State Christian 
Herter, and West German Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer, as well as other civilian and military digni- 
taries in Germany of a European good will tour. 

Spearman and his crew flew the group from Bonn 
to the Koln-Bonn Airport 15 miles away in an H-34 
Choctaw helicopter to catch a plane to Paris. The 
H-34 returned to Heidelberg. But their mission 
wasn’t .over yet 

Later, Spearman and his crew flew the Presi- 
dent and his party from the American ambassador’s 


home to the London Airport, where they caught a 
plane for Paris 
Another time, Spearman flew President Eisen 


hower and his party from Gen. DeGaulle’s summer 
home 40 miles from Paris to Le Bourget Airport in 
Paris for their return flight to the United States. 

Although the President’s party used several air- 
craft, all his helicopter rides were in Spearman’s 
H-34, along with Herter and Secret Service head 
James Rawley. John Eisenhower, the President’s 
son, was also an occasional passenger in Spearman’s 
aircraft. 

When Konrad Adenouer and several other West 
German officials were among the passengers at 
Bonn, Spearman was the pilot during Adenauer’s 
first helicopter ride. 

. * * 


THE GOOD WILL TOUR wasn’t Spearman’s first 
acquaintance with President Eisenhower, however. 
In July, 1956, he was amohg several Army pilots pre- 
sented medals by the President at the White House 
for their part in recovering the remains of two com- 
mercial airplanes that collided.over the Grand Can- 
yon. 

Six helicopters.and 21 Army pilots were used in 
the 2-week operation of descending between the 
5000 to 8000 foot canyons and gorgés in helicopters 
to recover the bodies and wreckage. Spearman re- 
calls that experience with no-too-fond memories. 


At the June 1960 summit conference, Spearman 
was again called on to pilot part of the Ptesident’s 
party in Paris. This time, however, the President 
wasn’t on his passenger list.

A VETERAN of 18 years in service, Spearman 
is now an H-34 instructor pilot in the department of 
rotary wing training at the Army Aviation School 
here. 

Spearman is one of the few pilots in the world 
to have flown the chief executive of the United 
States. Although the President has his own pilot, 
and an airplane at his «disposal, there are times 
when it is impractical to use them.

sent down from the Pentagon which 
would change the normal flow of 
military families to and from 
Europe. It reported its operations 
at present as “normal.” Approxi- 
mately 30,000 people move through 
these processing centers each 
month, in both directions. 

The Army, it was learned, made 
a desperate last-minute appeal to 
DOD to be allowed to stretch out 
the numbers of dependents to be 
returned home. Instead of return- 
ing 7710 dependents a month start- 
ing in January, the Army asked 
that it be permitted to delay Janu- 
ary “come home” orders as long as 
it brings back a total of 92.520 de- 
pendents in the next 12 months. 
There was no answer at press time. 

+ *” ~ 

PRESENT Army plans had been 
for sending 5000 dependents over 
in January, and to bring back about 
4000 dependents. If by DOD direc- 
tion, this would be allowed to 
stand, the Army would start off 
January with a 1000 deficit in 
forced returnees. Then, if forced 
to return 7710 in January, it 
would have to call back 8710 de- 
pendents early, those not due to 
come back until February and 
March. 

Due to the Army’s policy of giv- 
ing men as much as 120 days of 
advance notice of travel authoriza- 
tions, including concurrent travel 
for dependents, thousands of spon- 
sors and dependents are now hold- 
ing travel orders for March. There 
Was no prediction as yet what 
would happen to them. 

Meanwhile, President Eisen- 
hower’s edict ordering home 284,- 
000 of the 484,000 military de- 
pendents in hard currency coun- 
tries and curbing concurrent travel 
of men who will be sent overseas 
was whipping up a 
storm of protest this week.

It also will have to curb drastically 
concurrent travel for dependents 
of men sent overseas.

THE WHOLE FUTURE of men 
in the Army is now muddied as 
far as making plans is concerned. 
Army officials have not yet worked 
out detailed plans but in the long 
run families are sure to be broken 
up and separated. 

Army Secretary Wilber M. 
Brucker set the stage for troop 
protests when he said,.in effect, the 
action would hurt morale. And the 
ink was not dry on the order be- 
fore scores of letters opposing the 
action began to flood Army Times. 
Then, the Associatien of the United 
States Army said in a letter to all 
its members that morale would 
certainly be hurt and career incen- 
tives virtually destroyed. 

Members of Congress also struck 
out at the action in many cases and 
the drawback, said by the Presi- 
dent to be necessary to halt flow 
of gold dollars abroad, is certain 
to be aired in the Congress.

ARMY SPOKESMAN said that 
the Army intended to do every- 
thing possible to make the impact 
of the directive as easy as possible 
on men and dependents.

he did not think a supplemental 
appropriation would be needed 
from Congress, although the initial 
cost might go up.

for instance, to separate 90,000 to 100,000 
husbands from their families for periods of 
1144 years or more. Mr. Eisenhower proposes 
to do this by keeping at home or bringing 
from many parts of the world American 
women and children equal in numbers to the 
population of Reading, Pa. All this to keep 
from spending abroad the relatively small 
sum of $284 million a year. 

There is agreement here that the 
dwindling of our gold reserves is a serious 
matter and should be adjusted. But we also 
believe that the military should not be the 
only segment of our people to sacrifice their 
personal welfare in doing so. 

In an enterprise of this size, there is 
going to be a good deal of foot-shuffling and 
paper-passing before the convoy gets on the 
road. And we think that those in charge 
will find the best route to their destination 
by way of a new, long-range system of rotat- 
ing people to and from the United States. 

It will call for a re-evaluation of every 
job overseas to determine its needs in the 
matter of continuity. That will have little 
to do with rank. A captain commanding a 
tactical company, for example, may be 
rotated frequently, without disrupting the 
efficiency of his job, than may a sergeant 
in a joint headquarters. 

It may be that the tactical units—the 
ships, the Air Force squadrons, the Army’s 
combat units — can shuttle from a home 
base in the U.S., where the families are 
housed and cared for. Separations need not 
be much, if any, longer than the six-month 
tour of ships with the Sixth Fleet. More- 
over, three or four years of that half-year 
away, one year at home routine is enough. 
Then should come a three or four-year tour 
with the family together. Those who cannot 
be rotated in this fashion should have their 
dependents with them. 

Before the event, we will not speculate 
here on what Mr. Ejisenhower’s edict will 
mean in the loss of trained men who will 
leave the services because of it. But we 
would like to go further with the principle 
of equality of sacrifice.

with plans to put $364 million—converted to 
sterling—in the hands of British stockhold- 
ers by buying outright its British affiliate 
at this critical time? A possible answer is 
that it wants to do it now because, if there 
is a devaluation of the currency, it will take 
more dollars later to buy back the same 
stock. Needless to say, this helps hasten 
that very devaluation. 


Why does not the government crack 
down on others than the military? Tourist 
expenditures are a big factor in our dollar 
deficit. An American footloose abroad will 
spend more in a week than a service family 
can in a month. Why not restrict what they 
can spend abroad? Or we can threaten to 
do so, anyway, unless other nations at once 
lift restrictions on dollars their people can 
spend here. (Along the same line, the U.S. 
says it wants to encourage tourist travel in 
the States—yet our customs procedure is 
more rigid, our red tape the longest than 
probably any country in Europe. Let’s make 
it as easy for a Frenchman to visit us as it 
is for an American to get into France.) 

Have our allies—fellow crewmen in this 
security-economic boat—been asked to share 
the cost of supporting our forces overseas? 
We use some local currencies now, but they 


~ are obtained by selling agricultural products 


abroad. Maybe our allies could ante up francs 
or pounds for our facilities or to partially 
pay, our service people. 

Foreign aid is necessary, but maybe the 
amount and the type should be reconsidered. 
We must help underwrite the cost of the 
big military establishments in Nationalist 
China, Korea and Turkey. But should more 
technical aid be loans, or purchases of stock 
in development companies, instead of 
grants? 

Should aid to the more prosperous allies 
involve any dollars at all, or should it be 
entirely in goods—for which the receiving 
nation could pay a little of the local 
currency ? 

To put the whole matter more succinctly: 
Military families should not be asked to do 
all the sacrificing. Every action sending dol- 
lars abroad should be examined and, if 
necessary, revised. What the military does 
need is a well-planned, gradually applied re- 
vision of our whole rotation concept — not 
the separation of fathers from families ap- 
plied with little discrimination.

budget, Teague sai, will generally 
reflect the views and programs of 
the outgoing Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. Kennedy programs will be 
outlined in later messages, the 
Texan predicted. 

Teague also observed that if 
Congress adopts broad aid to edu- 
cation legislation “then we should 


try to give government education 
assistance to children of peacetime 
veterans with 100 percent disabili- 
ties.” He noted that these veterans 
—who depend mainly on their gov- 
ernment compensation check for 
their livelihood — don’t generally 
have enough money left over to 
finance their kids through college. 


He.noted that Congress extended 
war orphans scholarship assistance 
this summer to children of vet- 
erans killed in the performance of 
cold war duty. He feels that chil- 
dren of veterans. with 100 percent 
disabilities are in the same hard- 
ship class. 

Teague also indicated that he 
favors an increase in the death 
compensation rates for widows and 
parents of veterans who die from 
service-connected causes. He said 
an adjustment in.rates in this area 
is particularly needed in the light 
of Congressional action last year 
which established new qualifying 
standards and generally raised the 
rates for veterans and their sur- 
vivors drawing non-service-con- 


nected pensions. 

Teague predicted that the com- 
ing Congress will be the hardest 
working year ever for the House 
Veterans Affairs committee.

How to Make

I 
never had much faith in them and 
I always believed that the energy 
expended in wearing them caused 
men to become careless and pre- 
maturely tired. 

Now, at last, a great discovery

Engineers Recall Alcan Road Finish 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska — Eighteen years ago on 20 
Nov., 1942, the Alaska Highway, then known as the Alcan, 
was Officially completed. The work took eight months and 


11 days. 

The ceremony marking the com- 
pletion was brief, as befitted the 
weather. A squad of Canadian 
Mounties stood stiffly as music was 
played. 

Two soldiers, members of the 
340th Engr. Regt., had the honor of 
holding the ribbon barrier 
stretched across the road at 
Kluane Lake. They were Cpl. Otto 
Gronke and Bob Bowie. 

Brig. Gen, James A. 0’Connor 
described the road as a “real 
unique tie” between Canadians 
and Americans, Lt, Gen. J. L. 
DeWitt of the Western Defense 
Command, wasn’t present but his 
letter read at the ceremony 
called it, “America’s Burma 








Road. We have now established 
a highway from the United 
States through Canada to Fair- 
banks.” 


Following this, there was a glint 
of dull wintry light on gold shears 
used to cut the red, white and blue 
ribbon. Doing the honors for the 
U. S. was E. L. Bartlett, then Sec- 
retary of State for Alaska—for 
Canada was. Ian McKenzie, a Ca- 
nadian cabinet minister. 


A newspaper account carried of 
the ceremony noted the program 
arrangements, saying that no di- 
rect communications were estab- 
lished to remote Kluane Lake and 
cenfirming that the ceremony was 
held. 

In Seattle, an elderly man who 
had spent many thankless hours 


and years advocating a road to 
Alaska, buttonholing anyone who 
would listen, read the newspaper 
account with more than ordinary 
interest. His name was Frank 
Terrace. 

In Washington, D. C., an of- 
ficer who looked like a. strict 
school-teacher in uniform had al- 
ready turned his attention from 
the road to his next assignment. 
The job was done as far as he 
was concerned, and it mattered 
not a whit that he was called 
“Alcan Genius.” He was Brig. 
Gen. Clarence L. Sturdevant, 
Assistant Chief of the Army 
Corps of Engineers, 

Many of the builders had moved 
to other jobs by the time that the 
ribbon was cut. There were seven 
engineer regiments — the 35th, 
34lst, 95th, 18th, 340th, 93d and 
97th. 








It was the 35th that started one 
of the greatest roadbuilding proj- 
ects in history, rattling into Daw- 
son Creek, British Columbia on 9 
March 1942 aboard a troop train. 
They detrained to set up camp in 
30 degrees below zero weather. 

Other regiments followed, or 

came to the job from the north- 
ern end at Haines or Fairbanks. 
That summer, they learned the 
meaning of muskeg and mesqui- 
toes, When the weather turned 
cold that fall they found out the 
meaning of winter in places like 
Snag where 81.4 degrees below 
zero has been registered, 

From the 1630-mile wartime 
road, it developed into the Alaska 
Highway, a road of destiny to many 
northern emigrants, an exciting 
road to thousands of tourists as 
well as a route for inland shipping.

‘Caribou’ 





Arrives 


For Arctic Tests 


FORT GREELY, Alaska—One of the heaviest snow falls 
of the winter greeted the recent arrival of the Army’s 


largest fixed-wing aircraft at 

The Caribou will undergo a 
90-day suitability test at this north- 
ernmost Army post, according to 


Col. Henry E. Davidson, president 
of the Army Arctic Test Board. 


Piloted by Maj. Leonard F. Seitz 
and CWO Quincy E. McPhail, the 
Caribou left Fort Rucker, Ala., 25 
October. The twin-engine craft ar- 
rived at the DeHaviland Plant in 
Toronto, Canada, the same day. 

“This detour was necessary to 
allow the plant to modify the 
auxiliary power unit which pro- 
vides power to preheat’ the 
engines,” Maj. Seitz reported. 

The “Caribou,” with seven men 
aboard, arrived at Fort Greely on 
5 November after overnight stops 
at Saskatoon and Watson Lake, 
Canada. 

In addition to the -pilots, the 
crew consisted of Sp4 John S. 
Schwab and Sp5 Robert W. Pur- 
cell. Purcell will remain at Fort 
Greely for the duration of the 
test. 

The plane also brought three 
civilians to participate in the test- 
ing. They are Richard J. Followill, 
of the Aviation Board; Jacques 
Loriaux, DeHaviland technical rep- 
resentative; 
son, DeHaviland engineer. 

Powered by two 1450-horse- 
power engines, the Caribou can 
carry 5000 pounds a distance of 
870 miles. It can carry 32 people, 
including the crew, and can carry 
a combat load of 24 fully-equipped 
troops. Fully loaded, the Caribou

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Army Hurt Worst by Dependent Cutback Order 


By KEN THOMPSON 
WASHINGTON — The President’s order directing a 
sharp cut-back in the number of dependents overseas will 
hit the Army harder than any of the other services. 


The reason for this is two-fold. 
First, the Army has more depend- 
¢nts now living overseas than the 
ther services have. But second, 
and more important, is the fact 
that a high percentage of Army 
dependents overseas are living in 
the areas which have been singled 
out for the heaviest crack-down. 

Defense Department officials this 
week explained that the cut-back 
will not affect dependents in Al- 
aska, Hawaii, the Panama Canal 
Zone, the Mariannas, Marshalls, 
Midway, Samoa, the Virgin Islands 
er Puerto Rico. Nor will it effect 
most of the smaller foreign coun- 
tries where servicemen are on 
MAAG or mission duty or serving 
with small organizations of this 
type.

enlistments, that the calls would 
have to be increased to at least 
around 15,000 monthly.

IN THE CASE of junior officers, 
the effect of travel without wives 
or dependents is expected to have 
even greater impact. Most junior 
officers, it was pointed out, with 
the exception of a few former EM 
who made OCS, are college gradu- 
ates. Once they serve their obligat- 
ed tours, it was said, they probably 
would have little trouble getting 
civilian jobs.

atomic and hydrogen warheads. 
Ultimate aim, the Army said, is 
for its use in all Army guns, in- 
cluding rifles and sidearms. 

So the end of back-breaking as- 
signments of picking up brass or 
spent cartridge cases is in sight. 
Vastly more important is the fact 
that the United States may no 
longer be dependent on scarce 
brass to produce ammunition in 
wartime.

IT WAS ADDED that the com- 
bustible case eliminates need for 
expensive brass shell cases and 


lightens the weight of each shell. 
In addition, it will help solve two 
nuisance problems of tank firing

ment floor and noxious gases re- 
leased inside the turret after each 
firing. 

Conventional spent (brass) cases 
must be thrown out of the tank 
by loaders whose hands are pro- 
tected from the heat by asbestos 
gloves. Fures presently are re- 
moved from the turret by a ven- 
tilation fan. This sometimes is not 
entirely satisfactory where firing 
is rapid and continuous. 

The new casing not only mint- 
mizes gases released from fired 
ammunition, it was claimed, but 
leaves no residue in the gun tube 
after firing which could cause pre-

lieutenant colonels and colonels 
also are expected to increase 
among Reserves on active duty.

‘be forced to incfease Class Q al- 


lotments so their dependents will 
have enough money to live on in 
the U.S.? Probably not. But to 
prevent dollar and gold flow 
abroad servicemen, including of- 
ficers, may be limited to the 
amount of money they can. spend 
abroad. This may not be done by 
formal regulation but by unoffi- 
cial “heat” applied by unit com- 
manders, 





LUCKY ONES: What EM and of- 
ficers will be allowed to take fam- 
ilies overseas, and how long a tour 
will they draw? The criteria has 
not been established yet.. Probably 
it will be those assigned to major 
headquarters, and the tours may 
be for at least three years. Note: 
the Army recently asked men in 
long tour areas to voluntarily, ex- 
tend their stay overseas in an at- 
tempt to save travel money. 





AUTOMOBILES: This is a dou- 
ble question. Will men sent over- 
seas without dependents be allowed 
to take their cars with them? Will 
men once abroad be allowed to 
spend American dollars to buy for- 
eign cars and ship them back to 
the U.S. at government expense? 
No one yet has supplied the an- 
swers. But if this country is out 
to keep American currency at 
home, it should not come as a sur- 
prise if some curbs on buying for- 
eign cars abroad were instituted. 





SCHOOLS: What effect will the 
drawback have on schools? Schools 
will be maintained for dependent 
children in areas where there is a 
concentration of Army brats. But 
some schools may be closed, some 
teachers fired after their contracts 
expire. The official word is not 
out yet. 





HOUSING: Here is a triple in 
spades. What will happen to con- 
tract housing abroad after depend- 
ents are brought back? This gov- 
ernment will still pay for it. Will 
families of married men sent over- 
seas without them be allowed to 
stay in on post quarters? The an- 
swer probably is no; they'll have 
to go home to ma, or grandma. 
Will families being brought back 
find adequate housing? It’s a toss 
up, likely not. 





The foregoing comprise only 
seven of the inquiries flooding DA 
in the Pentagon. Some of the 
others include: 


Will a criteria be established by 
rank for return of dependents? 

What will be the criteria for 
shipment of families overseas? 

How will the new directive af- 
fect PCS stretchouts announced 
earlier this month? 

Will additional travel appropria- 
tions be needed, and how much? 

How many Army dependents 
presently are being returned each 
month from various hard-currency 
countries overseas? 

How will this affect GI and ci- 
vilian jobs in commissaries, PXs, 
clubs, QM stores? 

Will the withdrawal of depend- 
ents from overséas affect more 
combat than support units? 

With men overseas without de- 
pendents, will this hurt U.S. re- 
lations with communities abroad, 
and lead to more drunkeness and 
brawling among the troops? 

Will this action force the Army 
to renege on ‘previously made 
promises to officers and enlisted 
men as to family arrangements?

Servicemen Pose Tricky Situations 
In Making Claims for Travel Money 


‘THE U.S. Comptroller General 

receives a steady stream of 
travel money claims from service- 
men. 

Involved are tricky situations 
lowering dependent travel, ship- 
ment of household goods, per diem 
while on TDY, overseas station per 
diem allowances, etc. 

Generally the Comptroller, who 
heads the General Accounting Of- 
fice and is thus the government’s 
watchdog on federal spending, 
turns down such claims (which 
normally go to the Comptroller by 
way of the individual military 
services). He frequently finds that 
payment, under the federal laws, 
is simply not authorized. 

If a service person has been 
paid travel money which should 
not have been paid, the Comp- 








troller orders that it be re- 
couped. 

The fact that it was paid (by the 
service) and received (by the 
individual) in good faith, doesn’t 
alter things; the government 
wants it back. Frequently it is 


men who have left service who are 
asked to pay it back. 
* * * 

THIS happened when the mili- 
tary paid a man $77.10 for disloca- 
tion allowance back in 1955. Years 
passed. 

Then in late 1959 the Comptrol- 
ler determined that the payment 
was illegal because it covered a 
TDY and not a PCS ‘move.

In another recent case an of- 
ficer got “half a loaf.” He was 
transferring from the Marine 
Corps to the Navy, and had been 
turned down by military authori- 
ties for dependent travel and dis- 
location allowance in connection 
with the transfer.

Theater Fans’ Delight 


A PICTORIAL HISTORY OF THE 
AMERICAN THEATER: 100 Years 1860- 
1960, by Daniel Blum. Chilton Co., Philadel- 
phia. $11.50.

UP to the Civil War, the American theater generally 
depended on visiting actors from abroad. But 
around 1860, the American theater went into its golden 
era, and Daniel Blum has compiled a handsome pictorial 
history of this period. 

The volume, starting with Adah Isaacs Menken 
playing Mazeppa in 1861, contains 5000 pictures of 
actors and plays, including the beginning of the current 
Broadway season. 

There are photographs from the 1860s of John 
Wilkes Booth as Mare Antony, Edwin Booth as Brutus 
and Junius Brutus Booth as Cassius. Among the 1870 
photos there is one showing Fay Templeton playing 
Puck at the age of eight. Another 1875 picture shows 
Maurice Barrymore was by far the handsomest of the 
Barrymore clan. 

There are views of early productions of “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” and other pictures of Sarah Bernhardt, 
Lily Langtry, Ellen Terry and Lillian Russell (when 
Miss Russell was a chorus ‘girl in ‘“‘Pinafore.”’)

The war, from beginning to end, is covered in a 
series of paintings which range from the top artists 
of the era to eyewitness drawings by combat soldiers. 


Other pictures, by Matthew Brady and other Civil 
War photographers were made available by the Library 
of Congress. 

In addition, six prominent photographers were sent 
to photograph the major battlefields in color at the same 
time of year and in the same kind of weather as when 
the battles were fought. Eighty-four such pictures are 
included.

THE 18 battle-picture maps give bird’s-eye views 
of the fields where the struggles took place, showing ter- 
rain, disposition of troops. Each is keyed and a detailed 
caption explains the action. 

The caption inaterial and text is written by Amer- 
ica’s most authoritative and prolific Civil War author, 
Bruce Catton, Pulitzer Prize inner for his “A Stillness 
at Appomattox.” 

The narrative covers the war from start to finish: 
The military campaigns, the political atmosphere of the 
1860s, changing strategy, leaders on both sides and the 
economic and social forces involved. 

Two special 3l-page picture portfolios “The 
Armies” and “The Navies,” break the sequence of the 
book. The chapters of special interest to students of 
warfare, show orders, letters, camp life, and some of 
the experimental craft built by the Navy.

Melody 
On... 


By TOM SCANLAN 


— who writes about jazz music is constantly be- 
ing asked the same questions over and over again by 


people who “know nothing 
“know what they like.” 


One of the most common is 
“why don’t jazz musicians play 
the melody?” 

That one probably gets to the 
heart of the matter, actually. It 
has much to do with what jazz 
music is all about. 


Jazz is quite different from 
formal music, it seems to me, 
and largely because of a dif- 
ferent point of view, a different 
approach to music. 

The jazz musician is enor- 
mously concerned with rhythm. 
It might be fair to say that he 
even thinks rhythmically. And 
he deals with chord changes 
rather than note-by-note melo- 
dies as written by a composer. 

” . a 


WHICH IS NOT to suggest 
that a jazz musician does not 
play “the” melody. Even when 
the melody as written isn’t ap- 
parent co the casual listener, it 
is usually understood or 
“thought”, if that makes sense. 

And so, if I may confuse you 
a little more, jazz musicians do 
indeed play “the” melody quite 
often. 

A number of years ago, Ed- 
mund Hall, the great clarinetist 
from New Orleans, once replied 
to a question concerning who 
his favorite clarinetist was this 
way: “Benny Goodman, because 
he can play a tune note by note 
and still make it jazz.” 

But to Benny and other jazz 
performers playing “the” melody 
over and over again is insuffer- 
ably dull and without challenge. 
They believe you should try to 
make something musically in- 
teresting and exciting out of a 
32-bar popular song; create your 
own melody so to speak. 

This kind of thinking is not, 
of course, new in the history of 
music. At one time, improvisa- 
tion was common in “classical 
music.” (I put the term in quotes 
because “classical music” is a 
misleading term. There _ is 
“classical” classical music as well 
as other kinds of classical music.

The 
rhythmic pulse must flow and 
rhythmic accents of an impro- 
vising jazz musician during even 
one chorus of the tried and true 
12-bar blues progression would 
stagger @ formal musician if the 
accents could be put down on 
paper. 

Jazz has no reason to suffer 
from any kind of inferiority 
complex. The best jazz is im- 
portant music, as well as music 
that’s fun to hear and fun to 
play.

Reiner is, as usual, 
meticulous with details and he may 
fall fragmentarily short of the most 
poetic or emotionalized readings. 
But on the whole, it is possible to 
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say that Reiner’s venture into a 
type of music that is not generally 
considered his specialty has been 
most successful. RCA’s engineers 
have backed him with fine sound. 

® Christmas Carols are sung 
beautifully and traditionally by the 
Temple Church Choir, of London, 
directed by Dr. George Thalben- 
Ball (Angel stereo S-35834, $5.98). 
Of the 19 items here recorded, 
most are fully familiar. Leading a 
note of difference is the presence 
of some spoken “carols” and one 
by Thalben-Ball.

Historical Quote 
Of the Week 


“The Italian navigator 
has landed; the natives are 
friendly” — Arthur H. 
Compton. 


Decoded, this means that on 
2 Dec. 1942 Enrico Fermi had 
made the world’s first self-sus- 
taining nuclear chain reaction 
and brought about the advent of 
the atomic age. The message was 
telephoned to James B. Conant, 
then director of the National De- 
fense Research committee in 
Washington. The successful ex- 
periment was conducted on a 
Squash court under the old foot- 
ball stadium of the University of 
Chicago. Thick walls were needed 
because of the danger of radia- 
tion. A plaque on the old wall 
now marks the historic spot. 

Fermi, professor of physics at 
the University of Rome, went to 
Stockholm, Sweden, in 1938 to 
accept the Noble prize in physics 
for his neutron theory. He did 
not like Mussolini’s Italy, so in- 
stead of returning to Rome he 
came to the United States. In 
August 1942 the Army Corps of 
Engineers had set up an atomic 
bomb project known as its Man- 
hattan District. Fermi was trans- 
ferred to its laboratory at Los 
Alamos, N. M., and later the first 
atom bomb was exploded. Hirosh- 
ima and Nagasaki followed—and 
then Japan surrendered:

WASHINGTON—The Echo I Satellite will be the sub- 
ject of a four-cent commem scheduled for issue here on 
December 15. Echo I was the world’s first communica- 
tion satellite. It was placed in orbit by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration on August 12, 1960. 

Details as to design and color of the new stamp had not been 
announced at the time this was written.

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. — In the next 
five years, the Army will spend $90 million at 
Fort Huachuca for answers to the problems 
caused by the increasing use of electronic devices by the 
combat army. 

Officials at this post told national newsmen recent- 
ly that contractors are “right on schedule” in setting 
up an electronic test range in southern Arizona. 

Known as the Electromagnetic Environmental Test 
Facility, the Army says the outdoor laboratory is urgent- 
ly needed to help all the services as well as industry in 
their never-ending struggle against electrical interfer- 
ence which exists within a heavy population of radio 
transmitters. Unless this problem is solved, an army 


in the field could be crippled by communications chaos. 


One Huachuca officer illustrates the size of the 
Army’s problem like this: During World War II, a field 
army operated less than 30,000 electrical devices in a 
100-mile-square. Today a field army would use nearly 
three times this number in the same area, 


PRIME CONTRACTOR FOR THE WORK centered 
near Gila Bend, Ariz., is Pan American World Airways 
Inc. The subcontractor is Bell Aerosystems Inc. 

At the range a modern army’s electronic equipment 
will be tested in the electromagnetic environment in 
which it will perform in combat, 

According to Col. George Redheffer, EETF will try 
. find equipment being used by the Army that inter- 
eres with the operation of other equipment. 

Another job of the outdoor laboratory will be to 
test the plan by which the Army assigns frequencies. 
It is believed that by the proper assignment of equip- 
ment operating frequencies, radio interference can by 
minimized. ; 

In addition, the lab will try to set up standards 
for developing and testing new electronic equipment. 

EETF will occupy a considerable amount of real 
estate. The lab’s drone test facility now has launch, 
control and recovery areas at Yuma Test Station, Ariz., 
with a flight corridor extending nearly 80 miles east 
of the station. 

To increase the capability of the drone division, 
instruments are being installed along a 250-mile corridor 
between Huachuca and Yuma. 

The work carried out by EETF will have significant 
pplication to all services. But Maj. Gen. Francis F. 
Uhrhane, commanding general of Fort Huachuca, sees 
little possibility of the facility becoming a tri-service 
operation. “I would think we should have some small 
..tri-service representation,” he told Army Times.

TESTING THE RELIABILITY and effectiveness 
of the “eyes and ears” of the modern Army at the prov- 
ing ground is the Combat Surveillance Department. It 
is commanded by Col. Roy F. Blackmon.

Isolation a Blessing 


E FIELD commander of tomorrow 
may not realize it, but he will owe 
much to soldiers at the Electronic Prov- 
ing Ground at Fort Huachuca.

Some of this new equipment includes: 

@ A highspeed camera that can produce fast sharp, 
detailed pictures of a battlefield area; 

@ Infrared detection equipment which can pinpoint 
targets by heat radiation, and 

® Surveillance drones. 

The first operational surveillance drone, the SD-1, 
is already being used by troops. It has a speed of 184 
miles per hour and an endurance or flight time of 40 
minutes. Radioplane, the manufacturer, says the SD-1 
can operate at altitudes up to 40,000 feet. This drone 
is considered an interim system, however. 

The department is also testing the SD-2 drone at 
Yuma Test Station. In addition, another drone, the 
SD-5, has made several successful test flights in Arizona. 
Army Times learned that the SD-5 would be in troop 
hands in three years. 

This 3000-pound turbo-jet powered drone can be 
launched from a flat bed trailer. It is believed to be 
faster and have a longer endurance than drones now in 
use. The Fairchild-made SD-5 will also be able to work 
day and night all weather for the combat commander. 
The SD-5 as well as the SD-1 and 2 are recoverable. 
The SD-2 will be service tested next year. 

The Combat Surveillance Department operated 
the only formal Army school training drone crews. 
More than 40 crews have been trained and sent to the 
field. Each crew has about 15 missiles. 

What’s ahead for drones: The department envisions 
a drone that will be an almost independent craft, After 
being launched, it would be capable of its own indepen- 
dent evasive and offensive actions. Other features of 
this drone would be the ability to transmit graphic in- 
formation by television as well as carry its own data 
processing system. 

The proving ground’s Signal Communications De- 


A 
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partment led by Lt. Col. Frank J. Evans tries to sce 
that the field army has the best in communications equip- 
ment. At Huachua it tests new commo systems. 

The department reports these developments in com- 
munications: 

@ An electronic long distance switchboard that will 
provide 200 lines that can be electrically switched in 
seconds. All equipment will be housed on a 2%-ton 
vehicle and will require only one operator. 

@ “Troposcatter,” a major breakthrough in com- 
munications. It was developed to overcome certain 
liabilities in conventional radio systems, 

In troposcatter, VHF and UHF waves are transmit- 
ted upward where they are partially reflected from the 
troposphere and bounced back to the earth as scattered 
energy. Terminals, up to 150 miles away, can pick up 
the energy clearly. 

Troposcatter does not require relay stations, a must 
with conventional radio systems. Since troposcatter is 
transmitted upward, mountain ranges are no barrier. 
This new system, Signal Corps officers claim, is hard 
to jam. 

. * * 

ABOUT the only area the Army was secretive about 
at Huachuca was the Electronic Warfare Department. 
The Army said: 

“The entire effort of EWD, under guidance from 
the Chief Signal Officer, is oriented toward providing 
the field commander with suitable electronic warfare 
organizations, equipment and tactics for their deploy- 
ment. All of these combined serve to provide the 
commander with one powerful, offensive weapons.” 

Col. Walter E. Lotz commands the department. 

Supporting a wide variety of research and develop- 
ment activities is the Meteorology Department, com-

manded by Col. Eric Osborne. Teams from his group 
are scattered throughout the northern half of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. These units give year-round weather 
data to all seven Army technical services as well as 11 
other federal agencies engaged in research. 

However, at Huachuca teams are engaged in in- 
tensive micrometeorology study, a new science which 
deals with climital conditions in the border area where 
the earth meets the atmosphere. This region includes 
the first few feet of the earth and the lowest portion 
of the atmosphere, It is in this layer that the Army 
lives and fights, 

Key te the weather research program at Huachuca 
is an analogue computer which is programmed to func- 
tion as # model of an air-earth boundary layer. Measure- 
ments are fed into the computer and results are com- 
pared with actual observed conditions. 

The department carries on its roster 25 officers, 
280 enlisted men and 50 civilians. 

The center of activities at the Electronic Proving 
Ground is Greely Hall, named for Brig. Gen. Adolphus 
W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer from 1887 to 1906. Part 
of the $10 million structure is finished and in mid-1961 
Greely will have more than 400,000 square feet of floor 
space. The. commanding general and his staff in addi- 
tion to some technical departments are current tenants. 


Despite what is a significant role in national defense, 
Huachuca is probably not a well known post. And many 
who know it remember the post in the past tense. 

The emphasis on Huachuca’s past proved an irrita- 
tion to one former commanding general. When the 
conversation turned to the cavalry at Huachuca, he 
would firmly remind those present that the cavalry 
had faded away, and Huachuca was now a Signal Corps 
post. 

Nonetheless, Huachuca’s past is part of the story 
of the American Southwest. After the Civil War, troops 
were withdrawn from the Arizona Territory. In 1863, 
the white population of the territory was less than 600. 


Hostile Apaches and outlaws had the run of the 
territory. In 1877, Capt. Samuel M. Whiteside with 
Co. B, 6th Cav., and Capt. William A. Rafferty with Co. 
M, 4th Cav., were dispatched to the San Pedro Valley 
to protect settlers. In the Huachuca mountains, White- 
side set up Camp Huachuca. 
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DURING THE 1880s the post was an important 
station in a heliograph network extending from moun- 
tain to mountain across the southwest. The heliograph 
was a communications device using a mirror and sun- 
light to transmit signals. 

A Fort Huachuca a guidebook notes that the “most 
vivid of the post’s long record was the part Huachuca 
played in rounding up Geronimo and his band.” 

The 4th Cav., the principal unit involved in the 
capture of the Apache outlaw, left the post in 1890. 
There followed units of the 2d, 9th and 5th Cavs. The 
Spanish American War saw units arrive, and leave for 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Philippines and China. 


In 1916 when Gen. Pershing launchcd his punitive 
Expedition into Mexico, the 10th Cav. from Huachuca 
played a prominent role. But after 19 years at Hua- 
chuca, the 10th left in 1932. Elements of the 25th Inf. 
Div. replaced the cavalry. 

During World War II several divisions trained here. 
And in 1944 Indian Scouts held their last parade as a 
unit at Huachuca. In 1947, as was the fashion of the 
times, the Arizona post was declared surplus. 


The post remained closed until 1954 except for a _ 


brief time during the Korean War. Six years ago, as 
buffalo and small wild pigs roamed the post, Huachuca 
was reopened as the Electronic Proving Ground. The 
first CG of the proving ground was Maj. Gen Emil Lenz- 
ner, 

The proving ground is located about 85 miles 
from Tucson and is approximately 5000 feet above 
sea level. Newcomers are warned they will tempor- 
arily experience a tendency toward drowsiness, lack 
of energy and other effects because of the smaller 
amount of oxygen in the air. Those reporting to 
a are urged to bring clothes for “western 
iving.” 


Even Huachuca boosters admit it’s isolated. But 


its isolation is the reason for its existence as a military 
installation. This factor, plus terrain features, make 
an excellent electronic test range. 

The post, according to latest figures, is spread over 
73,500 acres with an additional 29,000 under lease. 
Operating funds for FY 1961 are slightly under $60 
million. Military and civilian payroll here.is $22.5 mil- 
lion annually. 

Building at the proving ground has cost $39 million 
since 1954. This includes family housing as well as 
barracks, a mess hall, field house, air field facilities and 
Greely Hall. But there is not enough housing on post 
for the 5100 military here. Lt. Col. Raymond J. Baker, 
Hq. commandant, gave the following rundown on hous- 
ing: 

On post there are more than 1660 units. They in- 
clude 520 for officers and nearly 1150 for enlisted men. 
Baker said Huachuca has 18 efficiencies, 100 one-bed- 
room; 850 two-bedroom and 689 three-bedroom quarters. 
There are also 11 units with five bedrooms,

Computers to Do More Jobs 


UNLESS the performance of several television net- 

work computers on election night changes plans, 
electrical brains will do an increasing amount of work 
for the Army. And a group having a considerable voice 
in determining the role computers will play is an Auto- 
matic Data Processing Department at the Electronic 
Proving Ground. 

The department was set up in 1957 to help the Signal 
Corps work with other branches to meet their needs. 
Huachuca is described as a sort of proving ground for 
computers. The department here also does some de- 
velopment work. 


Probably the biggest news military computers have 
made recently was the announcement at Huachuca dis- 
closing that tests indicate that artillery units using com- 
puters may soon be able to score first round hits on tar- 
gets. 

Early last month, a Huachuca artillery unit demon- 
strated the new system for Brig. Gen. Edwin S. Harts- 
horn and members of his staff from the Artillery and 
Missile School at Fort Sill. 

“Without a shadow of a doubt,” Hartshorn said, the 
demonstration showed that computer-director fire “will 
be of real value to the field artillery commander,’ The 
general was especially enthusiastic about the possibility 
of units firing for effect almost immediately. 

Col. Mark T. Muller, commander of the ADP Depart- 
ment, revealed that computers have shown the ability 
to cut the fire planning time for division artillery units. 
Computers have shaved the time from 36 hours to four 
or five hours. 

Computers are also getting a chance to “pay” a field 
army at Huachuca. So far the test is in its infancy, but

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project officers, Capt. Harold McCormick’ and 1st Lt. 
James M. Gordon report that “trial runs have been very 
successful.” 


They said that they were looking at the many prob- 
lems from the view of the tactical army. But, “if the 
rest of the Army likes the results of the Huachuca test, 
it could be used.” 

Col. Muller discussed four areas where computers are 
being employed: 

® personnel and administration 

® communications and operations 

@ intelligence and 

® logistics. 

Known as the Fieldata family, the Army’s militarized 
mobile computers will include a small electronic brain 
for lower echelons and also what the Army calls the 
Basicpac for more complex applications. 

Biggest member of the family is the Mobidic-mobile 
digital computer — a general purpose, completely trans- 
istorized computer mounted in one or more 30-foot vans. 

Current plans call for use of the Mobidic computer at 
army level and possibly at the corps level. A Mobidic 
is being checked at Fort Monmouth for shipment to the 
Seventh Army Stock Control Center in Germany. A 
crew to operate the computer has left for Europe, Mul- 
ler said. 

Officials say that the principal value of Fieldata 
equipment to the commander will be its data processing 
abilities. By serving as a warehouse of almost im- 
mediately available information, the ADP system will 
aid the commander and his staff to judge the tactical 
situation and to make accurate decisions with a small re- 
action time.

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Solar Heating System 
Cuts Winter Bill to $5 


The Harry E. Thomasons of 
Washington, D.C., are budgeting 
less than five dollars for their heat 
bill again this winter. The story 
of how they do it is the story of 
Harry Thomason’s design and con- 
struction of a system for heating 
his home in winter, with energy 
from the sun’s rays, and cooling it 
in summer. 

Thomason, a Patent Advisor in 
the Army’s Office of the Chief Sig- 
nal Office, claims his system to be 
the least expensive, most effective 
method so far developed by which 
the home-owner can deal with the 
extremes of temperature as well as 
stabilize the temperature in his 
house during the variable weather 
of spring and fall. 

In addition, Thomason says the 
system heats the water supply for 
the home, and with surplus heat, 
warms a 2000-gallon outdoor pool 
which the Thomason children use 
from late summer to early spring.

THE ENTIRE system for heat- 


~ J2g and cooling costs about $2500, 


and the three-bedroom home in 
which the Thomasons now live was 
built, inciuding the solar appa- 
ratus, at a cost of $13,000. 

Although the heating system in 
winter depends on sunshine, ac- 
cording to the inventor the sys- 
tem can store sufficient heat to 
keep the home comfortably warm 
even during extended periods of 
cloudy weather of up to 10 days 
duration. 

Should a longer cloudy period 
eccur, a conventional heating sys- 
tem warms the home until- the 


in the water and the stones on 
winter days. 

In the summer the water and 
stones are chilled at night by a 
radiation-evaporation roof cooler 
on the north side of the house, 
and this stored “coolness” is used 
to reduce daytime temperatures by 
as much as 15 degrees throughout 
the house. This cooling is done by 
a one-quarter horsepower blower 
and pump used only 16 hours a day 
for circulating air on hot days and 
water at night. A small dehumidi- 
fier operates only wher necessary 
to reduce high humidity. Cooling 
by the roof-type radiation-evapora- 
tion cooler exceeds 25,000 BTU’s 
per hour under favorable summer 
night conditions as compared with 
about 8,000 for a typical one horse- 
power window air conditioner.

THE THOMASON home has a 
conventional appearance from the 
street and all rooms are of conven- 
tional size and shape. Even so, 
Thomason has designed and con- 
structed a second home in a dif- 
ferent architectular style, and plans 
several others to appeal to varying 
aesthetic tastes. | 

Thomason is currently negotiat- 
ing licenses for construction of 
homes using his solar-heating in- 
ventions. 

Thomason is not, however, the 
only member of the family with} 
patents pending. His two daugh-| 
ters, Teresa, 11, and Mary Ellen, | 
10, have applied for a patent on a 
solar heated (and cooled) outdoor 
shelter which they developed.

THE Thomason home has a solar 
heat trap 38’ long and 22’ high on 
the back side of the house. The 
trap faces southwest to take ad- 
vantage of favorable afternoon sun- 
shine. The trap is made of insula- 
tion material, black corrugated 
sheet metal, transparent plastic and 
glass. 

In winter, cold water is circu- 

lated to the top of the collector 
~ and is distributed to the valleys in 
the sun-warmed corrugated metal. 
Hundreds of small streams flow 
down the incline and are heated by 
passing over the metal. These 
warmed streams are collected to 
form one large stream of warm 
water which then passes to a heat 
storage area in a portion of the 
basement space. 

This heat storage area occupies 
about one-third of the basement, 
and the Thomason basement also 
has a recreation room and a 
bomb-shelter. The heat storage 
apparatus is composed of a 1600- 
gallon drum of water and 50 tons 
of fist-sized stones.

Ingredients: 1 cup soft butter, 
1 package (3-ounce) softened 
cream cheese, 1 cup sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind, 2% cups 
sifted flour, 1 egg yolk, % tea- 
spoon lemon flavoring, % tea- 
spoon salt, colored sugar.

Woman Crashes Dart 
Into Bushes in Test 


HARTFORD, Conn. — A young 
woman test driver has been crash- 
ing a 1961 Dodge Dart into “briar 
patches” recently to test the ef- 
fectiveness of an experimental 
highway divider in eliminating 
head-on collisions, 

The Connecticut Highway Com- 
mission conducted the series of 
crash tests of a stock automobile, 
sending it hurtling into a line of 
multi-flora rose bushes. 

Howard Ives, Connecticut high- 
way commissioner, announced that 
Miss Patricia Jones, safety consul- 
tant to Dodge Division, Chrysler 
Corporation, has been driving a 
Dart Seneca four-door sedan into 
the rose hedges at various speeds 
and angles. 

The tests are to determine the 
actual effectiveness of the rosa 
multiflora japonica in bringing a 
car to a safe halt before it crosses 
into an oncoming lane. 

In Detroit, Dodge General Man- 
ager M. C. Patterson announced 
that Dodge would make the films 
and other data on the test avail- 
able to various safety groups. 

“This project is another in 
Dodge’s continuing program of co- 
operation with state and private 
safety organizations to promote 
further improvements in highway 
safety,” Patterson said. “We are 
happy to work with the state of 
Connecticut in this test.” 

This is the first “in use” test 
of Connecticult’s rose hedge under 
actual] highway conditions. Tests 
at slower speeds under artificial 
conditions have previously indi- 
cated the usefulness of the thick 
rose-bush growth in reducing ac- 





cidents, Commissioner Ives said. 

Head-on collisions, which the rose 
hedge dividers are designed to 
prevent, are probably the most fre- 
quent cause of fatal highway ac- 
cidents. 


Commissioner Ives said a half- 
mile section of Conecticut’s Wilbur 
Cross Parkway (Route 15) was 
planted with the multiflora bushes 
in 1956, They are now almost ma- 
ture. 

The crash tests will help the 
state determine whether to plant 
additional sections on other divid- 
ed highways throughout the state. 

The Connecticut officials took 
precise measurements of the dis- 
tance the new Dodge takes to stop 
at the varying speeds and angles 
to determine the thickness and 
density to plant the rose bushes. 

The Bureau of Public Roads and 
the University of New Hampshire 
first became interested in the pos- 
sibility of using multiflora as crash 
barriers and in 1954 initiated a 
program: for preliminary tests of 
these hedges. 

The first tests were completed in 
1955. Four years ago Connecticut 
planted the half-mile of double- 
rowed hedges on Route 15 about 
two miles south of the Massachu- 
setts border near State Route 20. 
Another 15 miles, about 150,000 
bushes, are scheduled to be plant- 
ed.

Davison Field Passengers 
Ride ‘Bus’ Made of Scrap 


+ W ASHINGTON—Remnants of a 


jail, a warehouse and a demolished 
piping system have been dedicated 
to the cause of transportation at 
Davison Army Airfield at nearby 
Fort Belvoir. 

The items are among surplus 
used in building the airfield’s 
“brand-new” tractor-towed line bus 
for hauling passengers and baggage 
across the field and to planeside. 

The bright yellow, trailer-like 
vehicle is the brain child of Davi- 
son’s enlisted men. 

The basic structure of the line 
bus is a surplus flatbed trailer, 
which once carried a gas tank. The 
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men welded up holes in the tioor 
and attached seats for 10 passen- 
gers, supporting the seats with 
angle irons from an old warehouse. 
They built a railing around the 
passenger area from surplus pipe. 
The baggage railing once was the 
barred door to a lockup. 

The line bus will never get a 
flat tire. Its wheels are equipped 
with solid rubber tires. The men 
lowered a portion of the flooring 
to provide for steps. 

The vehicle was created by men 


‘under ist Lt. Junius Jones, field 


maintenance officer. They are 
MSgt. Justice Cheek, Sp4 Ronald 
Forrester, PFC Howard Warner 
and Marvin A. Gordon, a civilian 
who did the welding. 

Because it can travel over turf 
and runways, the bus saves three- 
fourths of a mile over the auto- 
mobile trip from one side of the 
airfield to the other. And it will 
save passengers many steps and 
much hauling of baggage to plane- 
side. 

Davison also plans to use it for 
hauling equipment such as para- 
chutes. 

“I like that cell door aspect best 
of all,” said Capt. Carl Selavka, 
Davison’s maintenance officer. “It 


came from an old jail at Fort Bel- 
voir.” 


USARADCOM has set aside as 
prizes in the campaign, and mili- 
tary personne] who “Take Time 
for Safety” by entering their 
signed pledge in the barrel, stand 
a chance to win such a prize, 
merely for that effort.

National Guard must recruit more 
ROTC-trained officers and build 
up its state-operated Officer Can- 
didate School programs to stave off 
a future shortage of qualified 
junior officers.

ers are giving State Adjutants 
General and NG commanders dur- 
ing the current series of Army 
Area conferences across the 
country. The policy will be reiter- 


ated during the AG Conference 


here in early December. 


The Army Guard expects te lose 


4000 officers above normal retri- 


tion. during the next four years 


because of recent ROPA changes 
which 
quirements. To ease the expected 
officer shortage, the Pentagon is 


tightened promotion re- 
urging AGs to: 


® Step-up their recruitment of 
ROTC-trained officers who have 


completed their active duty tours. 


Up to now, the Guard has been 
recruiting an annual average of 
only 400 ROTCs, but with new 
emphasis the total could double or 
triple in the coming 12 months. 

@ Increase input of officer 
candidates into state-operated 
OCS’s. The 47 state OCS’s now 
graduate only 2500 new officers 
annually and Guard leaders say 
this total isn’t nearly enough to 
counterbalance the expected ROPA 
forceouts. 

The Guard is leaving it up to 
the individual State AGs to de- 


termine which source of new 
officer material is the best for 
them. However, Guard leaders 


feel that most states will choose 
to expand their OCS programs — 
this way they can train officer 
personnel needs as the situation 
demands, 

Maj. Gen. Donald McGowan, 
Guard Bureau Bureau chief, in 


fa recent address hefore the Na- 


tional Guard Association, estimat- 
ed that it would be necessary to 
boost the annual input of second 
lieutenants by one-third because 
of ROPA. 

He pointed out that increasing 
numbers come from the ROTC and 
active Army OCS provides some 
300 annually, but that is “only a 
fraction of the annual require- 
ments.” The major portion of new 
second lieutenants will have to 
come from the state Guard OCS 
program, he indicated. 





Justice Latimer Honored 


Upon Eve of 


WASHINGTON—ColL George W. 
Latimer, lifelong  civilian-soldier 
and associate justice on the U.S. 
Court of Military Appeals since 
1951, this week received a double 
honor as the prelude to his upcom- 
ing retirement from the District 
of Columbia National Guard.

Latimer began both his military 
and legal careers in Utah, rising 
to chief of staff in what was then 
the tri-State 40th Inf.

He was a justice on the Utah 
Supreme Court when; in 1951, he 
was appointed by President Tru- 
man to one of the three judgeships 
on the Court of Military Appeals.
